The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: They relate to 
compounds of considerable structural dissimilarity in view of the varying nature of A,Q, 
n and m choices as the only feature that doesn't vary is the pyridone core having a 3- 
COOH group thereon. Said feature is quite old in the antibacterial art as evidenced at 
the very least by the "X" references cited in applicants' international search report. Thus 
there exists no substantial structural feature in common that can be said to provide an 
advance over the art. 
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A telephone call was made to Mr. Corless on several occasions earlier in the 
year to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in 
an election being made.
